SQUARE DANCE WEEK TALLIES RESULT IN A DRAW: Sixty- 
six questionnaires representing associations in 28 states, 10 
Canadian Provinces, and 2 countries overseas were received and 
analyzed by the January 7th deadline. Here are the results: (1) 
Choice of dates September 18-24 twenty votes; (2) September 10- 
16 nineteen votes; (3) September 11-17 ten votes; and (4) Septem- 
ber 17-23 seven votes. The absence of answers from 22 states 
would point to the tally as being inconclusive. It does, however, 
indicate a strong interest in the project and the overall value to 
the activity of one set of dates suggests another attempt at coor- 
dination in 1972. Inasmuch as 64 of the 66 returns voiced a will- 
ingness to change their votes to that of the majority, SIOASDS 
sticks its neck out and recommends that areas not otherwise 
committed by bylaws set their dates for September 18-24, 1972. 
For those areas who find this impossible we suggest an alternate 
set of dates, September 10-16, 1972. We will have posters and 
bumper strips for both. (See full write-up in March issue.) Our 
thanks to Ted Anthony (Cherry Hill, N.J.) and Keith Kitching 
(Victoria, B.C., Canada) for their impartial and dedicated work 
in evaluating this survey.

VER SINCE THE OcTroperR, 1971 issue of 

4 SQUARE DANCING magazine reached 
our readers, we have been getting responses 
from young people interested in square danc- 
ing requesting more teen, pre-teen and colle- 
giate square dance news.

Among the S.O.S. requests received since 
the October article was a cry coming from 
many areas on the subject of “How do you 
retain interest in a youth group, particularly 
ones involving schoo] square dance clubs?”

HE POPULAR NON-DANCER CONCEPT of 

square dancing, all too frequently influ- 
enced by Hollywood movies, is that of a 
wagon train circled for the night on some 
western prairie. Camp fires within the com- 
pound try valiantly to scare away coyotes and 
other marauders and somewhere a squeaky 
fiddle and the prompting of a caller elevate 
the spirits of the pioneers as they dance their 
version of a Virginia Reel, Bird in the Cage or 
Pop the Weasel. 

Today’s square dancers have come a long 
way from the prairie but they have inherited 
from their adventuresome ancestors the urge 
to travel, And, like the pioneers of the 1800's, 
they too manage to take their square dancing 
along with them. 

Contemporary square dancers might be 
graded according to categories. There are 
those who, having joined a class and learned 
to dance, stay with the same caller, the same 
group of friends and the same hall for their 
once a week get-togethers. In areas where 
square dancing has flourished and where many 
square dance groups have been formed there 
are bound to be independent dancers who 
support their own club and also dance as 
guests of various other square dance clubs on 
different nights of the week. Their local travels 
put them in touch with many dancers and a 
variety of callers. 

In recent years entire groups of square 
dancers have become mobile and an impor- 
tant part of their dancing enjoyment comes 
through club visitations, The club picks one 
of its non-dancing nights and as many mem- 
bers as possible gather together to visit an- 
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other club. In some areas club visitations have 
become a reciprocal exchange with the club 
being visited returning, the visitation. An en- 
tire program of club costumes (for identifica- 
tion) and banner stealing (When we visit your 
club we'll “borrow” your banner and take it 
to our club. In order to retrieve it you must 
come and dance with us.) has grown from this 
idea of club travel. 

It stands to reason that people who enjoy 
each other’s company in the square dance hall 
will find it equally enjoyable at other times. 
Planning a square dance weekend to an out 
of town festival or to visit a club in another 
city often is a basis for a weekend of travel 
and fun, A number of years ago square danc- 
ers who found pleasure in traveling together 
to distant cities for the purpose of square 
dancing formed what has undoubtedly been 
one of the most enthusiastic semi-organiza- 
tions in square dancing. Calling themselves 
Knotheads, chapters and various offshoots 
have sprung up all over the world. The re- 
quirements to belong simply specify that a 
person travel with a square or more of danc- 
ers for the prime purpose of participating in 
a square dance more than 100 miles away 
from home. 

Other Travel Encouragements 

Square dance vacation institutes, virtually 
unheard of 20 years ago, have now become 
popular meccas for today’s square dancing pil- 
grims. More than 200 different locations in 
Canada, the U.S.A. and overseas have taken 
over some of the land’s most beautiful vaca- 
tion spots. For periods varying from a week- 
end to seven days, sponsors have produced 
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square dance vacations that attract dancers 
from not just the outlying area but from many 
states and countries. 

One of the great incentives for individual 
square dance travel, the Century Book, re- 
quires that dancers dance to a hundred callers 
having each caller in his turn sign their book 
as proof of the personal contact. Some danc- 
ers on their third or fourth book have traveled 
to a dozen or more states and provinces pri- 
marily to satisfy the requirements but in doing 
so have met new square dance friends and 
discovered calling talent previously unknown 
to them. 

State and regional conventions have put out 
the welcome mat to visitors not only from their 
own region but from surrounding areas and 
this “big event” idea has served to encourage 
untold hundreds of dancers to spend a square 
dancing weekend away from home. The an- 
nual National Square Dance Convention held 
each June, with attendance approaching the 
20,000 mark, has enticed dancers from every 
state, Canadian province and from square 
dance areas outside of the North American 
Continent. These big attractions have opened 
the eyes of many dancers to the wealth of fun 
that lies in square dance travel. 

Broader Fields 

The advent of occupation forces, both Can- 
adian and U.S., in countries overseas follow- 
ing World War II set up square dance centers 
in many distant areas. So well planned and so 
successful were these square dance programs 
abroad that service personnel “rotating” back 
to their homelands spread the word concern- 
ing the pleasures of dancing overseas. Indus- 
tries, primarily large oil companies setting up 
subsidiaries in Saudi Arabia, Aruba in the 
Dutch West Indies and in various parts of 
South America, were the occasion for new 
square dance expansion. As all of these people 
were transferred from one job to another the 
prospect of square dance travel indeed became 
international. 

In the past decade more than 50 groups of 
square dancers ranging in size from a dozen 
to 140 individuals discovered that travel can 
be fun—with other dancers. Groups have 
square danced in Japan, sharing their squares 
with Prince Makassa and other members of 
the Japanese square dance community, in the 
Castle in Heidelberg, in the Grand Manila 
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Hotel, on a steamer on the fiords of Norway, 
on the decks of a cruise ship tied up in the 
Harbor of Rhodes and on a ship traversing 
the Panama Canal. They’ve square danced in 
Africa, in Victoria Hall in the heart of London, 
in Dublin, in a hotel in Copenhagen, with 
Swiss boys and girls in Lucerne, American 
service personnel in Rome, in Spain, Turkey, 
France, etc. As the square dance world 
stretched out its borders, enthusiastic groups 
of square dancers have visited and shared the 
activity together.

done in groups. For many years individuals 
planning a tour abroad have written SIOASDS 
asking for contacts in various countries and 
in recent years the Annual Square Dancer's 
Guide (see page 43) has enlarged its overseas 
section. Folks like Verna and Harry Calladine 
in recent years have spent many months each 
year in traversing the world, seeking out 
square dance groups and participating in their 
fun and hospitality. 

They say that travel is broadening. Certain- 
ly when it comes to square dance travel the 
rewards are many. Whether it’s a crosstown 
junket to visit another club or a trip of several 
thousand miles, the rewards are new friend- 
ships and a generally greater appreciation of 
the square dancing activity. 
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Let s not overlook

and its importance to 


the FUTURE of the activity 


HOSE WHO WERE INITIALLY ATTRACTED into 

square dancing by the beauty and excite- 
ment of various area traditions may groan 
over what could seem to be a great sameness 
in the contemporary square dance. They may 
miss the color of the Abilene and Sweetwater 
lift—a form of square dance movement that is 
a combination of a smooth two-step and a 
slight rise. In nostalgia they may lament the 
disappearance of the authentic clog—a sort of 
tap dance step traditionally handed down 
from generation to generation. 

They may remember with pleasure the run- 
ning steps of a Mountain Circle Dance that 
sometimes lasted 20 minutes or more, but 
when they think of all of these styles identi- 
fied with various areas they realize that the 
smooth shuffling step of today’s square dance 
most nearly fits the needs and abilities of the 
greatest number of dancers. 

Contemporary square dancing with its use 
of a recognized standardization of basic move- 
ments has produced a number of benefits. It 
is not regimentation as some might have felt 
years ago but instead it does allow us to dance 
anywhere without stopping when we come to 
each person we meet in a Right and Left 
Grand and try to decide what arm or hand 
grip we will use. It allows us to (1) concen- 
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Second in a 3-Part Series 


trate on the calls and the traffic pattern of the 
dance and (2) to enjoy to the fullest those 
with whom we dance. 

Standardization and the Caller 

More than simple whims of styling, we 
should be aware that the standardization of 
basic movements is an absolute necessity for 
the caller who accepts his responsibility of 
keeping his dancers happy. 

Basics are a caller's tools, With each one he 
accomplishes a distinct and different job. He 
has confidence in these tools and he under- 
stands what each will do. When he applies 
them correctly he knows where each dancer is 
prior to, during and immediately following 
each of his commands. 

If you were to liken the caller to a mechanic 
or a carpenter and if you were to switch the 
tools so that they no longer accomplished the 
task originally designed for them, it’s easy to 
see that the craftsman would be hampered in 
his work. And so, if a caller uses a particular 
call expecting certain results and these results 
do not occur, he is handicapped. No matter 
how excellent a caller he may be, his «work 
will be less than satisfactory. 

If he calls a Do Sa Do (one of his most re- 
liable tools) he knows exactly where his danc- 
ers are at the start, where they should be at 
the conclusion and how many steps they will 
take. However, if the dancers do something 
different the caller's effectiveness is drastically 
hindered. If a caller depends upon his dancers 
having their hands conveniently placed in 
front of them in a Promenade ready for a 
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Right and Left Thru or for a Backtrack, he 
knows he can rely upon this “tool.” When four 
ladies chain across the square, he depends 
upon them taking four steps to get across and 
then four steps to complete the movement 
with a courtesy turn; and he knows that he 
can blend a Rollaway with a Half Sashay at 
the completion without an awkward stop. He 
can be the master craftsman—because he can 
depend upon his tools—his standard basics. 

What happens when someone comes up 
with what he feels is a better way of accom- 
plishing a traffic pattern? That’s easy. He puts 
his ideas together, gives the movement a name 
and presents it to the waiting world. A num- 
ber of callers’ note services are on the lookout 
for new terms—new ways of doing things. And 
don’t think for a minute that this process 
doesn’t work. 

A number of years ago it wasn’t uncommon 
to call “Box the Gnat” (pause), “face to the 
middle, right and left thru.” Then along came 
a new movement—Star Thru—and the com- 
bination of the two calls was replaced by one 
smooth-flowing operation. Still later someone 
came up with the idea that the Star Thru with 
its sometimes awkward, hair-mussing, turn- 
under and its limitation to one man and one 
lady working together could be enlarged so 
that it could be done by two ladies or two 
men—and, with no hands. They named it 
Slide Thru and the bursitis crowd applauded. 

The beautiful thing about this was that 
whoever did the inventing didn’t simply de- 
vise a new way of doing Box the Gnat. He 
created a movement that achieved the same 
end results and he gave it a new name, Star 
Thru. If it hadn’t been an accepted movement, 
it would have died and we would have heard 


no more about it. When another someone 
came along and gave us Slide Thru—he didn’t 
simply rewrite the definition of Star Thru— 
he came up with a new movement and a new 
name and let it stand on its own merits. 

The same might be said for Partners Trade 
replacing many of the Frontier Whirls. With- 
out a doubt there have been many ingenious 
movements concocted—with new names—that 
have helped to make square dancing less 
awkward and consequently more enjoyable. 

Because of the position of a person’s hands, 
the way he may be linked to his partner, the 
way he faces during a movement, etc., the 
builder of a dance will construct a traffic pat- 
tern using basics whose definitions he can 
depend upon. 

Confidence in Caller 

To enlarge this a step further, if a caller 
wants the dancers in couples one and three to 
each do a Do Sa Do with their opposite he 
knows that when they have completed the 
flat back to back movement in roughly 8 steps 
they will be facing that same person at the 
end of the movement and have their hands 
free to move into an Ocean Wave. He can 
build his follow-up pattern in confidence. If, 
however, each dancer tends to roll indepen- 
dently as he does his Do Sa Do there's an 
excellent chance that man No. 1 may end up 
facing his corner with the result that the pat- 
tern the caller had in mind simply will not 
materialize. 

We've taken a number of fairly simply basic 
movements to use as examples in the coming 
issues of Guide to Better Dancing. The discus- 
sions will be uncomplicated and should help 
to underline the importance of a_ standard 
method of executing the basics. 


STANDARDIZATION — Just a Part of the Campaign for Smoother Dancing 


In line with the thinking of many caller/leaders and dancer/ leaders, SIOASDS takes 
the stand that it isn’t how much you know but how well you know it and how well you 
dance that counts. Stop-and-go dancing — where one rushes through a movement or 
pattern then stands and waits several beats before the next movement — is not com- 


fortable dancing. 


Standardization is just one step in the move to encourage smooth, flowing, consid- 
erate dancing. In the issues that follow we plan to devote a number of articles to the 
pleasant task of learning to dance smoothly and in unison with a world of square dancers 


— enjoying their hobby, together. 


Next month we'll wrap up this three-part series on Standardization with a look at 
the gimmicks and innovations that continue to crop up every now and again. 
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Guide to Better Dancing TR 


F THE MANY TERMS in square dancing, 

Promenade is one of the most familiar 
terms to a non-dancer. He knows that it means 
to walk and though he’s never been on a 
square dance floor he might suspect that it 
means to walk with someone. 

The Promenade is one of the movements 
you did your first night of square dancing. It’s 
also one of the movements you have done 
every square dance night since that time. It is 
said that there are no fewer than seven dif- 
ferent ways to promenade. We are most con- 
cerned with five. 


Standard Promenade position; hands joined 
in front, right hands on top, left hands under- 
neath. Hands normally are held slightly above 
the waist and below the chest depending upon 
the combined heights of the two dancers in- 
volved. The man is able to give his partner 
directions simply by leading her gently and 
with the slight pressure of his thumb placed 
on top of the fingers of her hand. To Wheel 
Around the man simply holds his pivot, back- 
ing up slightly as he leads his partner with 
his right hand. From “home” position he di- 
rects his partner into a Ladies Chain Across 
or to the right hand couple or to the left. He 
does a Backtrack by pulling slightly with his 
right and pushing gently with his left until 
each dancer has individually turned to face 
the opposite direction. Reaching “home” fol-

lowing a Promenade, the couple wheels to 
face the center or in some areas the lady will 
move forward, turning clockwise under the 
man’s raised right arm. 


LOOSE 


ESCORT . J 





Loose Escort position is used by couples in 
a Wheel and Deal, Run figures, Cast Off, and 
other similar movements. It has the advantage 
of being adaptable to a man and woman in 
regular Half-Sashayed position or with two 
men or two ladies working together. The adja- 
cent hands of the two dancers are vertical and 
slightly forward from the shoulder to the 
elbow, then tilted up and forward to the 
hands which as a rule are held palm to palm. 
The forearms of the two dancers are kept 
adjacent and in this position it is easy for one 
holding the pivot to direct and lead without 
pulling. The movement is understood as a part 
of each figure in which it is used and would 
not be called. 


Skater’s Promenade or Courtesy Turn Prom- 
enade position. Man’s left hand held palm up 
directly in front of him. Lady’s left hand, palm 
down, resting on the man’s left. In this way 
he can direct the lady across the set to the 
right or to the left. He is in an excellent posi- 
tion for a Rollaway with a Half Sashay. His 
right hand is at the small of the lady's hack 
and her right hand is either at her waist to 
hold his hand or it is holding her skirt. Callers, 
by simply calling for “Skater’s Promenade,” 
can move the dancers from a Ladies Grand 
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SKATER’S 
PROMENADE 





Chain into this Promenade position avoiding 
the sometimes clumsy switch of hands, A caller 
should give the directional call for this if he 
wants the Skater’s Promenade instead of a 
simple standard Promenade and when he does 
he will avoid using Backtrack and other fig- 
ures that work with the hands in front Prom- 
enade position. 


VARSOUVIANNA 
PROMENADE 





Varsouvianna (Promenade) position is used 
primarily in square dancing in some of the 
early simple mixers (and of course in many of 


the traditional as well as contemporary 
rounds). Couples stand side by side, lady 
standing slightly ahead of the man, her hands 
raised just above shoulder height. The man 
reaches behind her with his right so that the 
palm of his hand folds over the knuckles of 
her hand. His left hand supports her left and 
is raised approximately to his chin level 
(height depends on combined heights of the 
two dancers). Position should be avoided in 
Wheel and Deal and Run figures as the follow 
up movements most frequently require the use 
of hands (a Right and Left Thru, Square Thru, 
Box the Gnat, etc.) and the awkward scramble 
of releasing the man’s hand and bringing it 
forward from Varsouvianna position lends 
little to the dance. 


HOOKED 
ESCORT 





Hooked Escort position. Dancers standing side 
by side; man forming an L with his right arm 
brings his hand across in front of his belt 
buckle. The lady simply slips her left hand 
through the “loop” and rests her hand gently 
on the man’s arm. Her right hand carries her 
skirt. This position, often used in traditional 
dancing, is most frequently reserved for grand 
marches. 


Through usage a standard form of Promenade has evolved. By adhering to this 
standardization the dancer is allowed to concentrate on the traffic pattern as a whole 
and no longer concerns himself with which of the several promenade positions to wiggle 
into. The caller is the one in the “driver’s seat.” He know that by simply calling for a 
“loose escort promenade” or a “skaters’ promenade” when the situation is right he'll 
have the dancers reacting in the manner he has in mind, 

NEXT MONTH we'll take a look at another of the basic movements and its standard 


method of procedure. 
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MAPS — a Dandy Idea 


RED FREUTHAL, member of the T Squares 
k of Thomaston, Connecticut, took it upon 
himself to put out a directory of all open 
square and round dance clubs in his state. A 
lot of thought, time and effort went into the 
project with initial information being obtained 
from questionnaires sent to each club. The 
result is a booklet almost 100% complete in its 
listings and one which not only should encour- 
age dancers to visit other clubs but should 
make their visits fairly easy. The booklet sells 
for $1.00 a copy and supplements will be 
issued each year for a nominal 10¢. 

The booklet begins with listings of all open 
clubs alphabetically by towns. Only legal town 
names are used. Suburbs or districts within 
towns are not given but these areas are 
grouped under their legal town names. Each 
club listing includes days and location of 
dance, an emergency phone number at the 
hall, a club contact and his telephone number, 
what round dancing is included (in the case 
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of a square dance club), and any special in- 
formation about the group such as a pre-teen 
club, teens welcome, etc. As most Connecticut 
clubs discontinue dancing during the summer 
months, a note is included after any club 
which remains open all year. 

Clubs on the Map 

The very special aspect of this booklet ap- 
pears next. Maps are included giving detailed 
directions for each club listed. In some _ in- 
stances one map shows several club locations; 
in other cases one map is devoted to one club. 
Each club listing is keyed with a number 
which refers to the map which gives directions 
to its dance location. 

Fortunately for Connecticut, map drawing 
is a hobby of Mr. Freuthal’s and so this rather 
large task was not too difficult for him. He 
has offered to give advice to any organization 
interested in undertaking a similar task for 
their area and he may be contacted at 6 Fair- 
mount Ave., Terryville, Connecticut 06786. 


In some instances professional maps were used 
to pinpoint dance locales; in other cases it 
was necessary to draw criginal maps. 
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Adapting Greeting Cards 
to February Themes 


HREE THEMES LEND THEMSELVES to easy 

plans for February dances: Lincoln’s 
birthday, Washington’s birthday and Valen- 
tine’s Day. To get ideas for any of these, check 
the appropriate greeting cards at your local 
book, stationery or gift shop. Frequently the 
designs on the covers of such cards are simple 
enough that they can be copied and adapted 
to various uses. 

You might use some picture on the invita- 
tion to your dance or to decorate flyers for a 
big dance. Either with a free-hand drawing or 
by charting a picture on graph paper, the de- 
signs can be enlarged to the necessary propor- 
tions to fit wall decorations at your dance hall. 
Once you have a pattern, simply trace it onto 
colored construction paper and cut it out. You 
can be more elaborate by making third-dimen- 
sional figures if you cut each section of the 
body separately and then mount, collage style. 
You might even add a fabric beard to Lincoln 
or a wig to Washington. 


Modern, traditional, geometric, floral, etc. 
patterns and ideas can be gained by scouting 
these holiday cards. This is an idea to keep 
in mind for holidays all through the year. 


A TELEPHONE TREE 


The Rip-Snorters of Walnut Creek, Califor- 
nia, have developed what they call the Tele- 
phone Tree. Eight club representatives are 
each given a list of eight club couples and it is 
their responsibility to keep in touch with their 
list each month. Information as to vacations, 
trips, family news, etc. are jotted down and 
turned in to the club editor to be reported in 
the monthly news sheet. In addition these rep- 
resentatives attend monthly Board meetings 
and serve as a liaison between club members 
and the Board. The name of the game is com- 


munication and this is what keeps people hap- 
py and the club wheels turning. Here’s one 
way of accomplishing it. 


AN UNUSUAL DANCE SCHEDULE 

The King of Clubs of Silver Spring, Mary- 
land, has come up with a most unusual dance 
schedule. Done as a computer printout on half 
of a computer card, the club members find 
these a handy item to have. When inviting 
someone to their club, they simply jot down 
the location on the back of the card and the 
guest then has the schedule for the entire 
dance season. Or when traveling out of town, 
club members find it an ideal way to invite 
friends who are coming to the Washington 
area to stop and visit them. 

If you have a computer available to you or 
to some club member, you might consider this 
interesting method of turning out dance sched- 
ules in a hurry.

H™> A MOST UNUSUAL IDEA dreamed up 
and executed by the Burbank Doves of 
Burbank, Illinois. Obviously it requires pre- 
planning and the goodwill of two clubs work- 
ing harmoniously together. In the instance re- 
ported here—callers and dancers alike—enjoyed 
the operation. 

The Burbank Doves’ President contacted 
the President of the Romeovill Mixers (a club 
about 30 miles distant) to set up the Pirates 
Squares. At a pre-arranged time on one dance 
night (both clubs meet on the same evening) 
the Vice President of the Burbank Doves ar- 
rived at the Romeovill Mixers and “stole” their 
caller. A carload of Romeovill members fol- 
lowed the abducted caller back to the Bur- 
bank Doves’ club. At the same time, an iden- 
tical thing was happening in reverse to the 
caller of the Burbank Doves who was taken 
to the Romeovill Mixers’ club.

A RETREAT AT A FESTIVAL 


Are you on the planning committee for an 
up-coming big dance, festival or convention? 
Have you considered providing a retreat for 
the callers and dancers working behind the 
scenes? Such a lounge could be a welcome 
oasis for these individuals. 

Check your dance location ahead of time to 
see what space might be available. It should 
provide a few moments of peace away from 
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the activities. It might be a private room or 
simply an area curtained off from the hubbub. 

Following are some items you might con- 
sider providing in such a lounge: 

Comfortable chairs 

A bulletin board to leave messages for fel- 
low workers (also note paper or chalk) 

A coffee ur, cups, cream and sugar 

Possibly a soft-drink machine or dispenser 

Note pads and pencils 

Depending on the size of the event you may 
want to include a table with a PA set up (be 
sure you check that the area has electric out- 
lets) so that the caller(s) can check out new 
records or practice, a typewriter, a Xerox ma- 
chine and/or a table-sized mimeo machine. 

Be sure to provide hosts for the room so 
that dancer-participants do not infringe on the 
area. The same hosts could be available to 
run emergency errands, Rotate the hosts every 
hour or two so that they, too, can participate 
in the dancing.

University) first gave an exhibition of dancing, 
then each of the dancers “manned” a wheel- 
chair and propelled the patients through some 
of the square dance movements. The Square- 
a-Naders are also active in many other com- 
munity affairs and have been working with 
4-H’ers. And very proud they are of their 
“boys and girls” who have taken blue ribbons 
in all age groups at State Fairs. 

In Fruitport, Michigan, the Hi-Nabors 
Square Dance Club members practice what 
they believe .. .

JOE: Last month we went over Sweep a 
Quarter and this month wed like to talk 
about another of the newer movements and 
tell you how we react to it. 

BARBARA: Both Joe and I felt that Sweep 
a Quarter was extremely simple and the call 
was quite descriptive. Circle By on the other 
hand may prove to be just as popular with 
the challenge groups but it seems to leave 
quite a bit to the dancer’s memory. We notice 
that our caller has been adding his own direc- 
tional cues and this helps. 

JOE: Let’s take a look at Circle By. It 
starts with two facing couples (A) who join 
hands (B) and circle clockwise one quarter. 

BARBARA; It always surprises me at this 
point how few dancers appear to know how 
far to travel on a one quarter movement. It’s 
90° (C), no more, no Tess. 

JOE: Without a stop the dancers move into 
an Ocean Wave (D) and though we've shown 
that the two ladies in the center are holding 
left hands (to identify the Ocean Wave), they 
probably won't have time because they imme- 
diately start to do a Cast Off one quarter. 

BARBARA: This means that the two men 
will more or less hold their pivot while the 
lady with whom they hold right hands (E) 
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The movement Circle By is this 
month’s subject discussed by Joe 
and Barbara. (Callers, yow ll find 
some dance examples on page 57 
in the Workshop.)

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LADIES ON THE SQUARE 


MORE on the Importance of 
square dance Costuming 


AST MONTH'S ARTICLE in SQUARE DANC- 
L ING by Nita Smith reminding caller/ 
teachers of their responsibility to teach their 
classes proper square dance grooming set us 
to thinking. Without question these leaders 
are accountable for directing their students 
into a sound mental and physical approach to 
square dancing which will carry them through 
many years of enjoyment of the activity. 

But what about dancers who have been 
around for a long time? Some of these in- 
dividuals are becoming complacent about 
dressing for square dancing. Some appear to 
be thinking only about themselves with little 
regard for other people with whom they dance. 

We wondered if we were in the minority to 
feel this way and decided to scan through 
other square dance publications to see if they 
had printed anything on the subject. Here are 
samples of the type of remarks we located. 
We found no article which touted the advan- 
tage of wearing non-square dance clothing for 
dancing. What it boils down to, it seems to us, 
is that all thinking square dancers must take 
some responsibility upon their own shoulders 
to promote good grooming. This activity can 
only be as healthy and strong as those who 
participate in it. If we care, we must speak 
out.

Dear Editor: This is to register my dis- 
appointment in my first outdoor dance, and in 
fact, my first disappointment with square 
dancers. The caller was great but the dis- 
appointment came with the array of apparel 
wom by a large percentage of the dancers. 
Many women were in slacks, pantsuits and 
even hot pants. Others wore straight skirts. We 
had to dance with men in dungarees, short- 
sleeved shirts, no ties, unattractive combina- 
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tions of sportswear and one fellow, if you can 
believe this, came in a dark colored, sleeveless 
undershirt which, together with his long un- 
ruly hair, was not particularly conducive to 
fun dancing. Warm weather should be no 
excuse. It is cooler out of doors than in a hall 
where we are always expected to dress prop- 
erly. The above is just part of the picture. My 
point is that we were dancing in public with 
many spectators present. I could only feel that 
the people watching would leave with a very 
poor impression of square dancing . . . Let's 
try to keep square dancing something to be 
proud of. Ask the girls to be girls and the 
boys to be boys. (Signed) Disappointed from 
The New England Square Dance Caller, Sep- 
tember 1971.

‘Lady square dancers are, as a group, in full 
regalia at a square dance the most beautiful 
women in the world.’ The square dance cos- 
tume helps a woman to make the most of her 
femininity. It will minimize or completely 
cover any defects of figure which are empha- 
sized by the pant suits that many women wear 
today . . . Western slacks, shirts and ties for 
the men are just as important to the square 
dance scene as are the dresses . . .

Teaching Round Dance Basics 


In the previous installment of this article by the Wiffens of Scarborough, Ontario 
(reprinted from the Toronto and District Square Dance Assn. Notes), the use of circle 
drills and mixers was discussed. This month it’s on to routines as the article continues. 


After the dancers have been through the 
circle drills and basic mixers several times they 
begin to concentrate less on the footwork of 
each basic and more on the sequence of the 
routine. In other words the footwork for each 
basic will become more or less automatic and 
they are ready, at this point, for slightly more 
complex routines. 

There are three options available to the in- 
structor (1) Improvization — creating sixteen 
measure routines. Not only does this provide 
variety and interest for the dancers, it also 
tends to give the leader a more thorough un- 
derstanding of the importance of position, 
timing, and the comfortable transition from 
one basic to another. 

(2) Predefined mixers. There are many 
good mixers available on round dance records 
and in square and round dance magazines. 

(3) Extracted sequences from round 
dances. This method is a natural step to the 
next plateau of teaching a simple round dance. 
It is best to try to keep to eight measures since 
the routines will be getting a little more com- 
plex at this point. Measures 7 and 8 can be 
modified to consist of a circle away and back 
to a new partner, a back away and together, 
or a twirl ahead for the lady. 

Finally the dancers are ready to piece to- 
gether the basics they have learned into a 
round dance routine. Be careful to select 
dances at first that contain the basics that have 
been taught to this point. No matter how sim- 
ple the routine, the dancers will have a feeling 
of great satisfaction in being able to pick up 
the dance without having to translate messages 
to their feet when the instructor cues box, scis- 
sous, etc. 

Music 

The proper selection of music for a basics 
course is very important. It is best to choose 
something lively and with a SOLID BEAT; 
not too distracting (i.e. vocal) and with even 
16 measure phrases. Dig out some old round 
dance records (try the flip side). 
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Choose a variety of records. When drilling 
repeatedly a change in the music gives the 
dancers a lift. It is essential to have a sensitive 
speed control on the turntable to permit a 
gradual increase in speed as the dancers pro- 
Zress. 

It is important that the dancers have a ba- 
sic understanding of the music for round danc- 
ing; more so than for square dancing. It 
should be explained that the two-step rhythm 
is 4 beats per measure and that normally the 
first three beats are used for weight change, 
with the fourth as a rest or hold. Similarly 
the waltz has 3 beats per measure and the first 
beat is accentuated both in the music and 
the footwork. As the dancers develop this 
understanding, the music tends to tell them 
what to do (which foot to be on, when to 
hold, etce.). 

Footwork and Positions 

Demonstrate to the dancers that the feet 
should glide along the floor with the heel 
touching after the ball of the foot. Newer 
dancers tend to associate step, close, step, with 
normal walking patterns where the heel hits 
the floor first. In the waltz the heel should 
touch the floor only slightly. Feet should be 
kept close together (don’t waddle). 

Charts are available through various square 
and round dance magazines which depict the 
standard round dance positions, The basic 
positions can be clearly defined by having each 
couple assunte closed dance position and ad- 
justing to the others from there, as follows: 

SEMI-CLOSED: Both turn slightly to face line 
of dance — man left, lady right. (Always re- 
turn to closed position before assuming each 
new position. ) 

REVERSE SEMI-CLOSED: Both turn slightly to 
face reverse line of dance — man right, lady 
left — and join raised hands. 

SiwEcAR: Both turn right one quarter. 

Banyo: Both turn left one quarter. 

Butteriiy, haif open, and open can be ex- 
plained separately. Others (tamara, skaters, 
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varsouvianna) should be left until the dancers 
have advanced further. 
Practice Makes Perfect 

Drill! Drill! Drill! Then be prepared to drill 
some more, The objective in a basics course is 
to get the dancers to do the basics automatic- 
ally, without analyzing the individual steps. 
The challenge to the leader, of course, is to 
carry out this repetition in such a manner that 
the dancer doesn’t become bored. One of the 
most important requirements of the teacher of 
basics (and one of the most difficult) is to 
“put yourself in the beginner's shoes.” It is 
important to realize that this is the dancer's 
first exposure to all of this and he is more con- 
cerned about how much he is improving than 
how many times he has been through the rou- 
tine. Don't apologize for the repetition and 
the basic level — they can and do enjoy learn- 
ing basics. 

When a particular basic or routine presents 
a problem, take a different approach. Chang- 
ing the method of demonstrating or the words 
used in describing the movement or the timing 
may often solve the problem. 

Lead cues that are normally used when cue- 
ing a round dance to music are not sufficient 
for teaching, particularly to new dancers, For 
example, “step, close, step, and:” is much 
more descriptive for a new dancer than is “for- 
ward two-step.” Also, by cueing one word for 
each beat of music the instructor is telling the 
dancers when to change weight, and this, of 
course, results in improved timing. To test your 
cueing ability, make tapes of your “teaching” 
and “lead” cues and try following them yourself. 

Demonstrations 

Periodically introduce a demonstration, ei- 
ther by the instructors or by another compe- 
tent round dance couple. Be sure to explain 
the level of dance that is being shown. This 
serves to remind the new dancers of what they 
are striving for. Try to select dances contain- 
ing the basics they will recognize. Often this 
is more effectively done by a couple who have 
completed a basics course only a year or two 
before. 

There are a number of sources of good ma- 
terial to assist round dance instructors, Frank 
Hamilton’s Round Dance Manual, Step-Close- 
Step by Phyl and Frank Lehnert and Ameri- 
can Round Dancing by Frank Hamilton are 
three that can be very helpful.

HE CHALLENGE OF LEARNING new things is 

a way of life with Bob and Sally Murphy. 
Since their introduction to square and round 
dancing in 1958 their other hobbies have had 
to take a back seat, as they eagerly try to keep 
up with the latest in square and round dancing. 

Bob and Sally began lessons in round danc- 
ing before they had completed square dance 
basics and have found the activity so reward- 
ing that there has been no lapse of interest 
since that time. In their quest for knowledge 
they have attended institutes that emphasize 
round dancing: Kirkwood Lodge with the 
Manning Smiths, Dance-A-Cade with the 
Turners, Hamiltons, Richards and Roberts phis 
state, area and national conventions, weekends, 
festivals and workshops. 

The Murphys resisted efforts on the part of 
friends to recruit them as teachers until 1964. 
When they realized there would be no round 
dancing in Indianapolis that summer they 
rented a hall and set up a program of “Sum- 
mer Rounds” for all who were interested. In 
the fall they continued on as instructors for a 
workshop group called “Let’s Dance.” The 
group now dances in Lafayette, Indiana, 
where Bob and Sally have a son and daughter 
enrolled at Purdue University. 

Bob and Sally have taught basic classes, but 
since that phase is well taken care of in their 
home area by Betty and Clancy Mueller they 
prefer to spend their limited time working 
with those dancers who are interested in the 
really challenging routines. They also teach 
and program rounds at one of Johnny Wy- 
koff's clubs and program rounds for Capital 
City Squares. 

They helped organize the Round Dance 
Council of Indiana and served two terms on 
the board of directors. Sally has been editor of 
the Council publication, The Grapevine, since 
(Please turn to page 84) 
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Maintaining a beneficial image of square dancing is obviously everybody's job. In 
recent years when square dancing has been portrayed disasterously on television or 
linked up with strange company (beer, liquor, etc.) in advertising, square dancers 
independently and through their clubs and associations have shown their disapproval 
with letters, telegrams and often by person-to-person long distance phone calls to top 
management. Much of the time the people responsible for the misrepresentations have 
simply not been aware of square dancing in its contemporary form. In almost every 
instance when a thoughtful letter pointed out an error of judgment on the part of the 
advertising agency or the producers of a program, the response has been most cordial 
and appreciative. It is reported that one entire portion of an advertising campaign was 
scrapped following an avalanche of square dancer mail. 

For years SIOASDS (Sets in Order) has been involved in one way or another with 
this type of public relations. Copies of letters sent out by individuals and organizations 
critical of square dancing misrepresentation are kept on file in our office. Many times 
members and interested square dancers will send us problem literature hoping that we 
in turn may be able to do “something about it.” In almost every instance we have 
contacted the people responsible and hopefully have been instrumental in correcting 
a number of wrong impressions. 

Most recently there was the case of the October issue of Ladies Home Journal and 
its double page, full color spread in their American Party Classics section. While the 
dance portrayed is probably typical of country square dance events held throughout 
the land over the past hundred years, it is a far cry from the activity being enjoyed by 
hundreds of thousands today. It adds one more hurdle to those interested in showing 
today’s activity as being every bit as typical and just as colorful and wholesome as the 
old barn dance. Letters were sent by the Society to the Editors in the hope that some- 
day this publication and other publications will show the contemporary form of square 
dancing enjoyment. 

Ann Landers, syndicated columnist for many newspapers across America, in her 
November 17th column ran a letter with square dance headlines inferring that square 
dancing was the cause of marital problems discussed in the letter. Her advice to the 
people involved was to suggest that they “hang up their square dance slippers” and 
look for other recreational outlets. Within a week after the column appeared we had 
received no fewer than two dozen letters coming from all parts of the country with 
copies of the column. Our letter to Miss Landers simply pointed out the fact that 
investigation would prove that square dancing is one of the few really fine activities 
that the husband and wife can share together; that its many wholesome attributes 
contribute, rather than detract, from marriage and that many marriage counselors, 
doctors and ministers have suggested to couples whose marriage appeared to be in 
trouble that they seek out a course of square dance lessons and leave their cares behind 
them. Undoubtedly the problems outlined in Miss Landers’ column could happen in 
any recreation where individuals are drawn together but by its very nature square 
dancing would seem to be far removed from the type of atmosphere suggested in the 
letter. We felt that this fact should be pointed out to Miss Landers. 
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Copies of our letters are always available to members who might like to review what 
we have written before instigating actions of their own. We must remember that 
although square dancing plays a very large part in the life of those who choose it for 
their own personal recreation, it nevertheless is often an unknown entity (not far 
removed from the old western barn dance described in books and movies) to a great 
majority of those who are not dancers. The task of educating the public is not a small 
one but it can be accomplished with the sincere actions of all square dancers, every- 
where. We'd appreciate receiving copies of vour letters for our files.

e\ddenda 





Please don't get the idea that because we are writing an addenda at this 
particular stage of the game that the textbook is completed. It isn't. In coming 
issues we will present chapters written by some of the fine caller /leaders in square 
dancing today. However, this seems like an appropriate opportunity to put in 
some miscellaneous thoughts that appear not to fit into any one chapter in par- 
ticular. Some of these “shorties” will appear in chapter sections in the final text. 
Others will in fact be a part of the addenda or appendix section. There will be 
more of these collections of miscellaneous thoughts as time goes on—editor. 


The Value of Remembering Names 

Don’t overlook the value to a caller that comes with remembering the names 
of class and club members. “Will the man right over there in the blue shirt in 
the third square and lady number two in the same set raise their hand?” may be 
all right for the first night with a new group or for a substitute caller. However, 
by the time the eighth or ninth lesson rolls around the caller should at least be 
able to remember the first name or nickname of most of his dancers. 

Those who have been successful in learning names quickly admit to using 
different systems. Half of the battle is won by the use of clearly legible name 
tags. At the start it’s a simple trick to glance quickly at the name tag, catch the 
first name, then return to eye-ball the class member to whom you are speaking. 
As time goes on see how many you can name as you walk around the hall during 
intermission—without benefit of the name tags. Working as a team, the husband 
and wife may want to play the “name game’ as they greet each person coming 
into the hall or say “goodnight” at the end of the evening. Check yourself after 
the dance while headed home in the car. “What is the name of the blond who 
comes with the man they call ‘Tiny’?” Or, “Who are the two who were the last 
to leave the hall?” 

There are a number of association tricks people use in memorizing names. 
This works particularly well if you’re interested in learning the first and last 
names. By working with sound alikes, rhyming words, etc. you create a mental 
picture which you associate with the person and this helps you remember. (Let's 
see, his name is Roy Baldwin. Roy sounds like boy. Let’s think of a bald boy 
winning a race.) You can have fun with this and although you may come up 
with some silly combinations—the more farfetched they are the more lasting 
impression the name will make. The quicker everyone becomes acquainted and 
on a first name basis, the quicker your crowd will become a friendly group. With 
first names only, it’s usually a case of associating the name of the person with 
physical characteristics—face, height, etc. 

Get in the habit of mastering the names of class members on the first two or 
three evenings of the class. Use their names as frequently as you can. You may 
not bat 100% immediately but a good part of a caller's responsibility is memory 
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work and the more you discipline yourself to use this ability to memorize, the 
greater will be your capacity for this technique. 


Some Economics of Calling 

While it is often said that square dancing gains much of its popularity be- 
cause it is an inexpensive pastime, this is speaking in generalities and refers 
mainly to the dancer. For him to enjoy square dancing usually means the admis- 
sion price, which in most cases is less than he would pay for a neighborhood 
movie. The costume can be moderately elaborate or no more expensive than a 
pair of slacks and a cotton western shirt or a simple hand made dress. The 
caller, on the other hand, doesn’t get away quite as easily. His costume needs 
are a bit more elaborate and for that reason more expensive. This is based on 
the fact that usually his calling and teaching will take him out several times each 
week and being up in front of everyone, in the spotlight so to speak, requires 
that he be neat, clean and well-groomed. Being the “leaders” he and his wife 
must set the example, not by over-dressing but by wearing intelligently the 
clothes one associates with this activity. 

In addition, as explained in an earlier chapter, he is faced with an outlay of 
cash for a public address system, records, books, sometimes a callers’ school, 
callers’ notes and dues for a callers’ association, to say nothing of the upkeep 
and running expenses of a car. Going into the business of calling is not inexpen- 
sive any way you look at it. 

It's not uncommon for a caller to say, “Tonight’s calling was a financial 
success—I figure that it only cost me $17.33.” It is estimated that many who have 
called for years, particularly in rural areas or those working with youth groups 
and in schools, would have “resigned” from calling many years ago if they had 
had to count on it as a source of income. Needless to say there are those who 
come into the calling/teaching activity primarily on the basis of the attractive 
fees the better-known traveling callers, recording callers and “name” callers 
reportedly receive for an evening’s calling. To be sure, a modest percentage of 
the total number of callers in the activity today are well paid, some receiving 
several hundred dollars for an evening’s work. 

It’s easy to understand that a caller is remunerated on the basis of the 
number of dancers he personally can attract. A caller who can “fill the hall” at 
any time and any place is obviously able to demand a greater fee than a caller/ 
teacher with a yet undeveloped reputation. 

The area in which a caller is to appear often has much to do with his rate 
of pay. There may be only a handful of dancers in one town able to split the 
costs and so the amount of money available to pay for calling talent is limited. 
In some areas local caller association members agree upon a minimum charge 
for teaching and calling. This is successful to a degree in some places and dis- 
courages indiscriminate fee cutting. However, an element of judgment is called 
for in situations where no money is available to a group or where a club would 
like to pay its way but where even the minimum charge would be out of the 
question. 

A flat fee for calling or teaching an evening of dancing has long been the 
tradition of the activity. A guarantee and percentage of the gate is another 
method, one that assures the caller his minimum for the evening of calling and 
adds an incentive of additional pay based on greater attendance. A professional, 
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fulltime caller should be able to realize a salary commensurate with his talent 
and the time and effort he devotes to his job. In time, callers’ qualifications will 
be defined to the point where sufficient formal study and service in the activity 
will be adequately compensated. A caller who is able to provide pleasure for 
those who learn with him and dance to his calling will be as well paid as others 
in the teaching and entertainment field. 


Teaching: Good Times and Slow Times 

As a caller you will discover that there are teaching sessions that go unusually 
smoothly and others where everything seems to go wrong; you also will soon 
realize that dancers, too, have their highs and lows. As you teach you will expe- 
rience evenings where the receptivity is low, where no one seems to understand 
what you are teaching and where the dancers make more than just the customary 
number of mistakes. This is the time to revise your lesson plan; slow down a bit, 
move over to some of the material that is more familiar, and bring out some of 
your easy, fun singing calls, patter calls and the simple rounds and mixers that 
don’t require a great deal of thinking and yet tend to lift a group out of their 
dismal doldrums. 

Turn a slow night into a fun night. Declare a party. Keep in your notebook 
a section you call your “bag of tricks.” Here will be some of the singing calls 
where the dancers can join in singing the chorus. Pull out of your hat novelty 
squares like “Who's on First” and “Barnacle Bill” or try the old standard group 
mixers “Scoot and Scat”, “Scatter Promenade,” etc. A little of this and the group 
may once again be with it. 


Recruiting — A Continuing Job of Promotion 

To those who have been in the teaching end of this activity for a number of 
years, it is obvious that no amount of paid advertising, whether it be in news- 
papers or on the air, and no quantity of handbills or posters can begin to equal 
the value of word-of-mouth publicity passed along by happy, satisfied square 
dancers. 

As one caller/teacher put it, “When I had completed three or four classes 
I had a built in recruiting program going. Each new dancer became my contact 
for a potential class member. Armed with small, business-size reminder cards 
containing information about the next class and complete with my phone num- 
ber, each person finishing one of our courses is almost certain to bring us one 
new couple. When our second class ended, the members of the group started a 
tradition which has served us well over the years. They initiated what they 
called their living gift to us. Each member has done his best to present us with 
a non-dancer candidate for the next class. In this way each dancer has a part in 
perpetuating the program. Each is able to bring his own friends and neighbors 
into the activity. We follow through by writing and phoning people who have 
been suggested to us but the dancers themselves do most of the recruiting work.” 

Borrowing an idea from another source, the well-known Dale Carnegie 
courses depend heavily on current class members for the recruiting of potential] 
members of a future course. Applying their theory to square dancing, early in 
the course as the enthusiasm begins to grow, ask dancers for the names of 
potential future class members. Remind your pupils several times along the way 
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to be on the lookout for friends, relatives, acquaintances in the business world 
or members of their lodge or church who might be good future potential class 
members. Work up a card or short letter and send one to each person sug- 
gested, Perhaps mention the name of the person or couple suggesting them and 
state that they are present class members. Indicate the starting dates of the next 
class. You may not hook them the first time around but a continuing reminder 
program may do the trick. 

Club members are also good recruiting representatives. However, the longer 
a person remains a part of the square dance activity the fewer are his outside 
world acquaintances. His circle of friends may be predominantly square dancers 
and he may need to search further and harder for those who might be potentials 
for your next class. 

Much has been written in magazines, books and caller association notes on 
the subject of recruiting of new dancers. It will be well to research these sources 
and then develop your own plan based largely on your previous success. Look 
at the recruiting methods outside of the square dance world for new systems 
that have proved to be successful in other fields and which can be adapted to 
square dancing. 


The Caller’s Judgment — How Important It Is 

As you teach and call you will begin to recognize little signals and road 
signs that will tell you a great deal about people in general and about your 
dancers in particular. 

How long should you keep your dancers on the floor before allowing them 
a rest break? In the early stages of class work, dancing for fifteen minutes and 
resting for five may be a good place to start. If your dancers appear to be want- 
ing more, extend your “action time” by another five minutes and cut a minute 
off of the rest period. Watch carefully though. Don’t allow a handful of eager 
beavers to set the pace for the entire group. You may end up with only the 
eager beavers. 

If no one gets the new pattern you're attempting to teach—whose fault is itP 
It may be your fault. You may be pushing the group faster than it is ready to 
travel. On the other hand you may not be using the correct teaching procedure. 
Instead of making the movement sound easy you may be complicating it. It 
could also simply be one of those “slow nights.” You may be wise to shelve for 
the time being what you're working on. Study it carefully at home and then 
come back with a fresh approach at the next session. 

How do I know my teaching and calling is going over? What's my barometer? 
Watch for restlessness in your dancers as you teach. Perhaps you're over-teaching, 
teaching too fast or trying to cram in too much too quickly. If they get up to 
dance slowly following an intermission or if they appear to be overly tired and 
want to sit out they may be taking this method of telling you something is wrong.

TANDEM SWING THRU 


NE OF THE GIMMICKS in square dancing 
QO brought out of mothballs for parties and 
special occasions is the Tandem Square where 
two people work together as a single couple. 





You ll find lots of material on the Tandems in 
early issues of SQUARE DANCING but here’s 
a view of how the Swing Thru might look as 
a double operation. 

Starting from your Ocean Wave (1) with 
each couple representing, one person the 
movement starts (2) with two double couples 
turning by the right 180°. Next the centers 
taking left hands (3) turn another 180° until 
they form their Wave formation once again 
(4). 

You might dust this one off and try it out. 
It's bound to be new for many of today’s 
dancers. 









VERY DANCER HAS at one time or another 
hungered for information on various as- 
pects of this great activity.

A Callers’ Seminar con- 
ducted by Bob Ruff of California, Dick Jones 
of New Jersey and Dave Taylor of Michigan is 
a special added attraction this year. The com- 
bined talents and experience of these three 
well-known callers are sure to provide stimula- 
tion and worthwhile assistance to those who 
are involved in calling. 
Round Dancing 

In addition to the well established choreog- 
raphy and terminology panels, an informal dis- 
cussion of round dance clubs will be held. 
Other phases of round dancing sure to be in- 
cluded are Problems, Mod Sound versus Ster- 
eotype Music, How to Incorporate Round 
Dancing into Square Dance Clubs and an 
Open Forum where all are invited to parti- 
cipate, 

Other Activities 

High on the list of clinics is one which will 
feature Contra Dancing. Those who are not 
familiar with contras are especially urged to 
attend and learn a bit about this part of the 
activity which can offer so much in the way of 
variety and pleasure to the total square dance 
movement. 

Plan to attend the 21st National in Des 
Moines on June 22, 23, and 24 and make an 
effort to attend at least some of the panels and 
clinics which are of the most interest to you. If 
you haven't already registered there's a pre- 
registration form for you in the center of the 
December, 1971 issue of SQUARE DANC-

But, as in all things, per- 
severance paid off and the struggling one 
square club now boasts of more than eight 
squares. The old records have been retired in 
favor of Bob’s patter calling. 

Recently the Hoedowners, under Bob’s lead- 
ership, hosted the first Japanese-American 
Square Dance Jamboree on the Island of 
Kyushu. The day-long event was attended by 
60 members of the Hakata Hoedowners club 
and 72 Japanese participants from seven Jap- 
anese clubs. One club traveled over seven 
hours by train from Hiroshima just to partici- 
pate in the activities. The Jamboree was initi- 
ated by the Hoedowners to enhance commun- 
ity relations and sponsor friendship that will 
lead to the expansion of Japanese-American 
square dancing activities. Mr. Yasumoto and 
Mr. Inoue shared calling honors with Bob 
while a third Japanese caller, Mr. Kaneko, 
was unable to attend due to illness. 

As further evidence of his popularity and to 
add to his responsibilities, Bob was recently 
elected to the Japanese-American Far East 
Callers Association. The organization consists 
of 15 members (only two American representa- 
tives), and represents nearly 4,000 Japanese 
and several hundred American square dance 
enthusiasts. 

To Bob, and to the power behind him 
(Patsy) all that can be said is . . . Thanks for 
your untiring eflorts and for the many hours 
of fun and fellowship.

HOW TO USE THE RECORD REPORT 

To get the best possible analysis all singing calls are 
checked and rated by two sources. First, a rating is 
made by a square of dancers that actually dances to 
each record. The records are then sent to another re- 
viewer who rates them on recording quality, instrumen- 
tation, clarity of commands, and body mechanics. The 
final “star’ rating is based on a consensus of the re- 
ports from both. In all cases unless otherwise noted if 
may be assumed that singing calls are recorded in a 
medium range. In the case of hoedown the key will be 
included, 

Each report gives an analysis of the record 
and the dance. The shaded area in the 
chart indicates the voice range used by 
most recording companies. By comparing 
the voice range letters in each analysis 
with those on the chart, you should be 
able to determine the record’s suitability 
to your voice. Occasionally a report will 
be starred (*) in which case you will find 
the calls reproduced in the Workshop sec- 
tion of the same issue. 

Some of the square dance records reported will have 
rating symbols at the end of the “Comment section. 
These renresent the opinion of the reviewing committee. 
Symbols used indicate as follows: yyAverage, yx Above
